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PREFACE 


(ryX^lT  was  on  Decoration  or  Memorial  Day,  May  30,  1939,  that  the  first  attempt 
Jf  was  made  by  the  undersigned,  to  put  into  writing  the  material  he  had  gath' 
ered  from  various  sources  and  which  will  form  the  contents  of  this  “Staelv 
ling  Family  Tree”  pamphlet. 

Memorial  Day  is  a  day  devoted  to  the  memory  of  our  dear  departed  ones.  This 
booklet  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  dear  parents  Johann  George  Staehling  and  Emilie 
Christiane,  nee  Clasing,  who  represent  the  last  and  seventh  known  generation  of  the 
Staehling  family  in  the  old  German  homeland,  but  who  came  to  our  country  in  1887 
and  resided  in  America  the  last  years  of  their  lives.  They  form  the  connecting  link 
between  the  old  and  the  new  world.  Their  graves  at  Springdale  Cemetery,  Clinton, 
Iowa,  are  indicated  by  two  plain  tombstones  with  their  names  and  the  texts  of  funeral 
sermons  engraved  thereon.  This  booklet  is  to  serve  as  a  monument  erected  to  keep 
alive  the  memory  of  these  most  deserving  parents,  who  looked  not  only  for  the  earthly 
;  welfare  of  their  nine  children,  but  truly  reared  them  “in  the  fear  and  admonition  of 
the  Lord”  Eph.  6:4,  and  who  by  their  shining  example  of  a  Christian  life  have  been 
a  blessing  to  their  children  for  time  and  eternity.  When  referring  to  them  in  this 
booklet,  we  shall  use  the  German  words  for  father  and  mother,  namely:  “Vater”  and 
“Mutter.” 


Honorable  mention  should  be  given  to  the  Rev.  C.  Moutoux,  the  pastor  of  the 
Zella^Loshausen  parish  at  the  time  when  the  undersigned  visited  the  German  homeland 
in  1906.  To  his  untiring  efforts  in  searching  through  the  church  record  books  it  is 
due  that  the  ancestry  of  the  Staehling  family  can  be  traced  to  the  year  1598.  Since 
the  old  church  at  Loshausen  and  also  the  church  record  books  had  been  destroyed  in 
the  30  years’  war,  a  further  research  was  made  impossible. 

The  undersigned  is  also  gratefully  indebted  for  the  inspiration  and  assistance 
he  received  from  an  old  friend  of  his,  the  Rev.  John  Haefner,  of  Muscatine,  Iowa,  who 
years  ago  published  a  most  interesting  folder  of  the  “Fritschel  Family  Tree.” 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  wishes  to  express  his  sincere  gratitude  to  all  menv 
bers  of  the  family  group  for  the  spirit  of  cooperation  manifested  in  furnishing  the 
statistical  items  needed. 

“Errare  humanum  est!”  If  errors  have  been  made  and  inaccuracies  are  noticed  in 
presenting  the  names  and  dates  of  each  branch  of  the  family  group,  it  surely  was  not 
so  intended.  Some  questionnaires  were  returned  not  properly  filled  out. 

Since  nearly  all  living  members  of  the  Staehling  family  group  are  affiliated  with 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  a  special  reference  to  church  membership  is  not 
needed  when  the  various  groups  are  listed. 


We  shall  best  honor  our  dear  departed  ancestral  parents  when  we  follow  in  their 
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Faith  of  our  fathers,  holy  faith. 

We  will  be  true  to  thee  till  death!”

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The  Historical  Background  of  the  Staehling  Family 


[T  was  in  an  office  room  at  Waupun,  Wisconsin,  at  the  time  when  the  farm 
ily  tree  drawing  was  finished  and  the  writer  of  this  booklet  was  showing 
the  drawing  to  one  of  his  acquaintances  when  this  man  exclaimed,  “That  is 
most  marvelous.  There  isn’t  a  family  in  our  city  that  can  trace  its  ancestry  back  in  a 
straight  unbroken  line  to  the  year  1598.’’  Someone  present  said:  “He  knew  of  an 
acquaintance  that  wanted  to  trace  back  his  ancestry  to  as  far  back  as  possible  but  when 
he  found  out  that  his  great  grandfather  was  a  horse  thief  he  stopped  further  invests 
gations.”  We  laughed! 


Our  forefathers,  thanks  to  God,  were  religious,  God  fearing  kind-hearted  men  and 
this  holds  true  especially  in  the  case  of  Vater  Staehling,  his  father  and  grandfather. 
Those  who  knew  them  said  they  were  most  sincere  Christian  men,  who,  without 
doubt,  have  reached  the  glorious  goal,  the  heavenly  mansions  spoken  of  by  our  Saviour.

Our  forefathers  were  common  people,  peasants,  tillers  of  the  soil,  but  they  tilled 
their  own  soil  and  that  accounts  for  the  fact  that  they  remained  in  the  same  village 
from  1598  to  1812.  Loshausen  in  the  county  of  Ziegenhain,  state  of  Hesse-Cassel, 
Germany,  is  the  first  place  to  be  mentioned  in  the  history  of  the  Staehling  family.  It 
is  one  of  a  group  of  12  or  more  villages  of  the  Schwalm  river  region  that  is  inhabited 
by  a  race  of  people  that  differs  from  the  rest  of  the  population  in  dialect,  manner  of 
dress  and  customs.  No  one  seems  to  know  how  it  could  come  about  that  this  small 
circle  of  villages  should  distinguish  itself  from  the  rest  of  the  population  as  has  been 
stated.  In  an  article  of  an  almanac,  “Hess.  Volkskalender,”  1884,  these  people  are 
credited  with  high  qualities  of  character,  especially  of  being  most  sincere  and  honest. 
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They  are  called  a  “peasant  nobility."  The  two  pictures  arc  typical  of  the  life  and 
custom  of  garb  of  the  four  oldest  ancestors  who  lived  at  Loshausen  in  the  Schwalm 
river  valley.  These  customs  in  the  main  arc  still  observed,  for  both  pictures  were 
taken  only  a  few  years  ago,  in  1925  and  later. 


It  might  prove  quite  interest¬ 
ing  for  members  of  the  Staeh- 
ling  family  group  in  America, 
when  traveling  in  Germany,  to 
visit  this  village  of  Loshausen, 
first  mentioned  in  a  record  dat¬ 
ing  back  to  1255.  In  the  year 
1812  Johann  Conrad  Staehling, 
the  father  of  Vater  Staehling 
left  Loshausen  and  moved  to 
the  nearby  village  of  Allendorf

near  the  Landsburg.  Here  Va¬ 
ter  Staehling  was  born  on  Jan¬ 
uary  8,  1823.  The  church  in 
which  he  was  baptized  has  been 
replaced  by  a  new  stately  build¬ 
ing,  but  the  old  church  bells 
in  use  before  the  Reformation, 
i.  e.  over  400  years  ago,  are 
still  sending  out  their  melodi- 
_.-.ous  peals  to  call  people  to  the 
worship  of  God.

HE  signature  of  his  name  here  given  is  taken  from  a  book  he  loved  to  read 
in.  You  will  notice  the  difference  in  spelling  the  name  without  the  “a.” 

Both  ways  of  spelling  are  in  use.  In  all  the  official  papers  of  Vater  Staelv 
ling,  being  a  schoolmaster,  the  name  is  spelled  without  the  “a/  Since,  however,  the 
name  was  rendered  with  the  “a”  in  his  Birth  and  Baptismal  certificate,  Vater  Staehling 
resolved  to  write  the  name  with  the  “a11  in  it,  when  coming  to  America  and  taking 
out  his  citizenship  papers.  Although  both  ways  of  spelling  the  name  are  permissible 
and  legal,  as  is  expressly  stated  on  the  Baptismal  Certificate  of  the  writer  of  this 
pamphlet,  the  spelling  of  the  name  with  the  “a”  is  more  significant,  for  “Staehling” 
is  evidently  derived  from  the  word  “Stahl”  or  “Staehlern,”  the  German  words  for 
“Steel”  or  “Steely.” 

Schlierbach,  being  the  place  where  Vater  Staehling  spent  his  childhood  days, 
where  his  father  and  grandfather  had  lived  and  died,  is  a  place  most  dear  in  the  mem' 
ory  of  the  nine  living  children  of  Vater  Staehling.  Here  they  could  spend  pleasant 
vacation  days  in  the  home  of  the  good  “Tante”  Gross. 

Since  Vater  Staehling  took  up  the  calling  of  teaching  and  his  older  brother  Helb 
wig,  being  the  inspector  of  a  large  estate  or  farm  of  a  count,  did  not  care  to  take 
over  the  homestead  of  100  acres  of  land,  a  sister  of  Vater  Staehling,  Anna  Maria, 
married  to  Johann  H.  Gross,  stayed  in  the  Staehling  home  at  Schlierbach.  Her 
grandson,  August  Gross,  is  the  present'day  proprietor  of  the  farm  and  home. 


Some  Peculiar  Items,  Worthy  to  Be  Remembered 

When  looking  over  the  statistical  sketch  of  the  Staehling  family  group  you  will 
notice  that  not  one  of  the  seven  known  forefathers  in  the  old  German  homeland  died 
below  the  Biblical  age  of  70  years. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  Johannes  Staehling  and  Johann  George,  his  grandson, 
reached  the  same  age  with  the  exception  of  only  one  day. 

The  name  “Adam”  is  only  once  to  be  found  among  the  names  of  members  of  the 
Staehling  family  group  and  it  is  quite  significant  that  the  first  known  ancestral  father 
of  the  group  should  bear  the  name  “Adam.” 

The  name  “Hellwig”  as  a  given  name  is  quite  an  unusual  name.  The  writer  of 
this  family  history  cannot  remember  knowing  anyone  outside  of  the  Staehling  family 
group  being  called  by  that  name.  The  name  has  a  good  meaning:  “Heller  Wicht.” 
I  leave  the  translation  of  this  to  others. 

Hellwig  Jungclaus,  the  brother  of  Vater  Staehling’s  mother,  was  the  sponsor  to 
Hellwig  Staehling  of  Kirchain,  Vater’s  only  right  brother.  This  Hellwig  became  the 
sponsor  to  his  nephew,  Helwig  Staehling,  of  Joliet,  Illinois,  and  he  is  the  sponsor  to  his 
nephew,  Hellwig  Staehling,  of  Waupun,  Wisconsin,  the  printer  of  this  family  tree 
booklet.  The  name  has  been  handed  down  from  uncle  to  nephew  during  four  gen' 
erations. 

Under  God’s  blessing  all  the  nine  children  of  Vater  and  Mutter  Staehling  who 
make  up  the  first  generation  of  the  Staehling  family  in  America,  are  still  living,  the 
oldest  member  has  celebrated  his  84th  birthday  on  July  30th  of  this  year. 
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Maternal  Ancestry 

/r^yJ/jTCJ TTER  Emilie  Christine  Staehling  hails  from  a  country  adjoining  Hesse-1 
Cassel  to  the  North.  Her  birthplace  is  Hemeringen  near  Hameln,  state 
of  Hanover,  Germany.  She  was  the  fifth  child  of  the  owner  of  a  paper 
mill,  Carl  Clasing  and  his  wife,  Caroline  Louise,  nee  Damler.  Her  great  grandfather 
Simon  Heinrich  Clasing  was  the  owner  of  a  paper  mill  in  Ahrensburg  County  of 
Schaumburg  near  the  castle  by  the  same  name  which  was  built  in  1030  A.D. 

The  following  account  given  of  the  lives  of  both  Vater  and  Mutter  Staehling  is 
taken  from  the  obituaries  read  at  the  funerals  of  both  parents  by  the  Rev.  L.  Seehase, 
at  that  time  the  pastor  of  Zion  Lutheran  Church,  Clinton,  Iowa.  A  translation  of 
these  obituaries  was  kindly  rendered  by  a  grandson  of  Vater  and  Mutter  Staehling, 
Will  Kraushaar,  now  President  of  Texas  Lutheran  College,  Seguin,  Texas. 

Of  Mutter  Staehling  we  find  the  following  recorded:  She  was  unexcelled  as  a 
Christian  mother.  The  spiritual  and  eternal  welfare  of  her  children  was  always  her 
greatest  concern  and  a  prayer  for  them  rose  daily  to  the  mercy-seat.  In  her  last  days 
despite  the  greatest  weakness  and  excruciating  pain  her  faith  remained  steadfast.  She 
departed  life  at  Clinton,  Iowa,  February  18,  1911,  at  the  age  of  78  years,  8  months 
and  23  days.  Rev.  L.  Seehase  delivered  an  impressive  funeral  sermon  on  the  text: 
Job  18:28.  “I  know  that  My  Redeemer  liveth,”  which  Mutter  had  selected  for  her 
funeral  herself.  A  favorite  expression  of  her  inner  life  is  contained  in  the  following 
verses  kindly  translated  into1  English  by  the  husband  of  her  youngest  daughter,  Doro- 
thea,  by  Herman  Brueckner  of  Hebron,  Nebraska. 

“41one  and  yet  not  all  alone, 

I  spend  my  days  in  cheerfulness; 

For  when  no  earthly  friends  I  own 
I  find  in  Jesus  full  redress. 

I  am  with  Him,  and  He  with  me; 

How,  then,  can  I  forsaken  be!” 

Another  favorite  prayer  verse  is  the  following: 

“Jesus  let  me  spend  in  gladness 
This  ensuing  year  of  grace. 

Save  me  from  the  pit  of  sadness 
When  the  ills  of  life  I  face. 

Then  in  joy  to  Thee  I’ll  cleave 
As  this  transient  world  I  leave.” 

Among  other  points  mentioned  m  the  obituary  of  Mutter  Staehling  is  the  fob 
lowing:  “When  he  (Vater)  fought  the  battle  of  faith  and  was  deposed  of  his  office 
as  school  teacher  and  lost  his  position  for  conscience  sake  during  the,  period  of  perse- 
cution,  she  (Mutter)  stood  loyally  at  his  side  and  willingly  bore  privations  and  suffer¬ 
ings  during  those  years. 

This  leads  up  to  the  question:  What  made  Vater  and  Mutter  leave  the  German 
homeland?  In  short,  the  answer  to  that  question  could  be  given  similar  to  the  one: 
What  made  the  Pilgrim  fathers  come  to  America?  They  came  to  America  not  to 
seek  gold,  but  God.  When  in  1873  the  so-called  Prussian  Union  was  introduced 
in  Hess-Cassel,  merging  by  force  the  Reformed  and  Lutheran  Churches  in  one  body, 
Vater  Staehling  was  found  among  the  number  of  those  faithful  42  pastors  and  16 
school  teachers  who  protested  against  this  encroachment  upon  their  religious  conviction 
and  remained  true  to  the  maxim  of  St.  Peter:  “One  must  obey  God  rather  than  man.” 
Act.  5:29. 

After  having  faithfully  served  as  schoolmaster  of  the  Christian  public  school  for 
30  years  at  Volkmarsen  from  1843  to  1854  and  at  Merxhausen  from  1854  to  1873, 
he  found  himself  deprived  of  all  means  of  existence  with  a  family  of  nine  children. 
Hia  trust  in  God  was  not  in  vain.  In  spite  of  all  adversities  he  was  able  by  the  help 
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of  two  noble  Christian  families:  Schaumloeffel  and  Scheffer  to  establish  a  private 
school  at  Merxhausen.  Here  at  Merxhausen  all  the  children  of  Vater  and  Mutter 
Staehling  were  born. 


House  in  background  is  the  old  schoolhouse  which  at  the  same 
time  was  the  residence  of  the  teacher,  the  birthplace  of  all  children 
of  Vater  and  Mutter  Staehling. 

In  the  fall  of  the  year  1881  Vater  Staehling  accepted  a  position  as  teacher  at  the 
private  school  of  Herr  Baron  Otto  von  der  Malsburg,  Elmarshausen,  county  of  Wolf' 
hagen.  A  beautiful  residence  which  had  been  erected  for  the  mother  of  the  Baron, 
who,  however,  departed  life  shortly  before  the  building  was  completed,  was  assigned 
to  Vater  and  Mutter  and  their  children  still  at  home.  The  Villa  stands  on  a  hill  at 
the  edge  of  the  forest.  Since  Vater  Staehling  was  a  lover  of  nature,  the  beauty  of 
nature  reminding  him  of  the  goodness  of  God  aided  him  in  forgetting  the  wickedness 
of  man.  His  experiences  at  Merxhausen  and  at  Elmarshausen  and  later  in  the 
U.S.A.  were  to  him  a  fulfillment  of  the  Lord’s  promise,  Matth.  19:29:  Everyone  that 
hath  forsaken  house,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or  mother,  or  child,  or  lands, 
for  my  name's  sa\e  shall  receive  one  hundredfold  and  shall  inherit  everlasting  life.”

Last  residence  in  the  German  homeland,  located  on  a  hill  overlooking  the  old  castle 
which  was  completed  in  1471. 
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All  those  of  the  Staehling  family  who  have  seen  Elmarshausen  and  its  beautiful 
surrounding  landscape  cannot  do  otherwise  but  keep  in  loving  and  grateful  remem¬ 
brance  what  the  truly  noble  Herr  Baron  and  his  kind-hearted  wife  have  done  for  our 
parents  during  their  last  years  in  the  German  homeland. 

The  sainted  Vater  Staehling  placed  great  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  children  of 
God  must  be  guided  by  God  as  David  so  plainly  states:  "He  leadeth  me  in  the  paths 
of  righteousness  for  His  name’s  sake.”  When  his  work  at  Elmarshausen  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  when  six  of  his  nine  children  were  residing  in  America,  he  was  inwardly 
convinced  that  it  was  God’s  will  that  he  should  also  emigrate  to  America.  Vater  and 
Mutter  Staehling,  accompanied  by  their  three  youngest  children,  landed  in  New  York 
in  the  early  days  of  March,  1887.  From  1887  to  1894  they  made  their  home  at 
Waverly,  where  two  daughters  resided,  being  married  to  members  of  the  faculty  of 
Wartburg  College.  When  Wartburg  College  was  moved  to  Clinton,  Iowa,  in  1894, 
Vater  and  Mutter  Staehling  made  their  permanent  home  with  their  daughter,  Elisa¬ 
beth,  whose  husband  was  Professor  Herman  Kuhlmann.  Here  the  aged  parents 
received  most  devoted  and  loving  care,  that  filial  love  can  bestow  upon  dear  parents. 
The  writer  of  this  folder  cannot  help  but  quote  a  passage  of  Holy  Scriptures:  "Mark 
the  perfect  man  and  behold  the  upright,  for  the  end  of  that  man  is  peace!”  Ps.  37:37. 

The  fellowship  with  the  three  daughters  and  their  families  living  in  close  neigh¬ 
borhood  made  the  evening  of  the  lives  of  Vater  and  Mutter  Staehling  most  pleasant 
and  peaceful.  The  older  children  of  the  families  of  Otto  Kraushaar,  John  Fritschel, 
and  Herman  Kuhlmann  learned  to  know  and  love  the  old  grandparents.  The  fellow¬ 
ship  with  his  devoted  son-in-law,  Otto  Kraushaar,  who  had  also  come  from  Hesse- 
Cassel  and  had  gone  through  similar  experiences  as  Vater  Staehling,  made  life  most 
agreeable  and  peaceful  for  him.  A  few  verses  from  the  pen  of  his  dear  son-in-law, 
Otto  Kraushaar,  will  reveal  the  innermost  feeling  of  Vater  Staehling  being  at  peace. 
The  translation  of  these  verses  has  been  kindly  rendered  by  another  son-in-law,  Her¬ 
man  Brueckner,  of  Hebron,  Nebraska. 


“I  am  at  home.  My  dear  ones  show  me 
This  happy  news  a  hundredfold, 

Within  their  hearts  I  find  remaining 
What  gladdened  me  in  days  of  old. 

Faith,  hope  and  love  in  them  prevail, 

Those  precious  gifts  that  ne’er  shall  fail.” 


“I  am  at  home,  and  must  not  sorrow 
Because  of  what  seemed  lost  to  me. 

I  am  at  home,  and  dare  not  query: 

Why  must  I  here  a  stranger  be? 

Faith,  hope  and  love,  all  unsubdued, 
Have  here  my  own  dear  home  renewed.” 


The  Rev.  L.  Seehase,  who  conducted  the  funeral  service  for  Vater  Staehling,  who 
had  departed  life  April  2,  1898,  had  chosen  for  his  sermon  text:  Luke  2:29:  “Lord, 
now  lettest  Thou  Thy  servant  depart  in  peace,  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  Thy  salvation.” 
In  the  obituary  read,  the  statement  was  made  by  the  pastor  that  he  had  seldom,  if  ever, 
known  a  Christian  to  whom  one  may  so  aptly  apply  the  words  of  our  Saviour:  John 
1:47:  Behold  an  Israelite,  indeed,  in  whom  there  is  no  guile.”

Remarks 


INCE  all  the  children  of  Vater  and  Mutter  Staehling  are  residing  in  Amer' 
ica,  the  only  nearest  relations  in  the  German  homeland  are  cousins  and 
their  children.  In  our  day  of  extensive  traveling,  it  might  prove  inter' 
esting  and  be  of  some  good  purpose  to  know  the  names  and  addresses  of  some  of  these 
relatives.  The  writer  of  this  folder  is  willing  to  give  all  the  information  possible  to 
those  interested  in  a  trip  to  Germany. 

Those  of  our  family  group  who  visited  the  German  homeland  in  recent  years  are 
Amelie  Staehling,  nee  Stamm  and  her  son,  August,  in  1925.  Will.  Kraushaar  and 
wife,  Annetta,  also  in  1925,  and  Emilie  Staehling  in  1933.

Since  the  oldest  brothers  left  Germany  in 
the  same  year  that  their  youngest  sister  was  born,  it  is  the  first  time  that 
the  whole  family  was  together. 

Since  all  the  nine  children  of  Vater  and  Mutter  Staehling  were  born  at  Merx' 
hausen,  Germany,  there  is  no  need  of  a  special  mention  of  the  place  of  birth  in  each 
case.  Since  all  members  of  the  family  group  have  had  an  elementary  school  training, 
a  special  mention  of  this  is  not  needed  in  each  case.

!HIS  coat  of  arms  emblem  of  Hesse'Cassel  was  affixed  to  the  Baptismal  cer' 
tificate  of  Vater  Staehling.  A  Baptismal  certificate  issued  by  a  state  church 
constituted  at  the  same  time  a  legal  birth  certificate. 

The  seven  generations  of  ancestors  of  the  Staehling  family  in  the  German  home' 
land  are  here  listed.  The  following  villages  are  mentioned  in  connection  with  the 
history  of  these  ancestors:  Loshausen,  Nieder'Gren^ebach,  Schrecksbach,  Ottrau,  Allen' 
dorf  and  Schlierbach.  Although  the  dates  of  births,  marriages,  deaths  of  both  hus' 
bands  and  wives  are  all  on  hand,  only  the  most  necessary  items  are  mentioned  in  ref' 
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erence  to  the  history  of  these  forefathers.  The  first  four  ancestors  lived  at  Loshausen, 
the  last  three  were  residing  at  Allendorf  and  Schlierbach.  The  other  villages  men' 
tioned  are  the  towns  where  some  of  the  wives  lived  before  their  marriage.

It  must 
have  been  recorded  in  another  parish.  He  was  born  in  1721  and  died  in  1793.  Age:

Heinrich  Staehling,  married  to  Susanne  Schenk  in  1771.  He  was  born  in  1747  and 
died  in  1833.  Age:  86  years,  4  months  and  7  days.

Johan  Conrad  Staehling,  married  to  Anna  Catherina  Jungclaus  in  1811.  He  was 
born  in  1778  and  died  in  1853.  Age:  76  years  and  6  months. 

VII 

Johann  George  Staehling,  married  to  Emilie  Christiane  Clasing,  August  6,  1854, 
at  Hemeringen,  Hanover.  He  was  born  January  8,  1823,  at  Allendorf,  was  baptized 
on  January  19,  1823,  he  attended  teachers’  Seminary  at  Homberg  and  became  a  teach' 
er  of  the  “Volkschule.”  He  came  to  America  in  1887  and  died  at  Clinton,  Iowa,  in 
1899,  April  26.
